Gagne Announces Retirement 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

Mattapoisett Town Administrator Michael Gagne 
announced his retirement during the February 26 meeting 
of the Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen. This decision has 
not been a secret within the walls of Town Hall - it was 
just a matter of when. 

"I'm retiring effective October 15," Gagne 
announced with a smile. 

Chairman Jordan Collyer said that in about 60 
days a job description would be posted. He said they 
could easily receive 18 or more resumes and that the 
selectmen may appoint a screening committee to help in 
vetting candidates. 

As Gagne began his monthly report, he said, 
"How quickly time passes." He said he has spent 38 years 
as a municipal professional with 35 of those years in 
positions of executive administration. 

"My experience here in Mattapoisett has been 
excellent," he stated. "There is a fine group of volunteers," 
he said of the many people who populate various boards 
and commissions. He said that many ideas have been 
generated over the years from these volunteers, ideas that 
have been adopted by other towns. Most noteworthy has 
been the work that went into positioning Mattapoisett as 
the first town in the southeast to achieve an AAA rating 
due in large part to the Town's financial governance. 

Gagne said he has had the pleasure of making 
many good friends over the 10 years he has been the town 
administrator, and that team effort was the hallmark of 
his time spent handling the Town's business. He hoped 
he could continue to be of service to the Town after his

retirement. 

In Gagne's monthly report to the selectmen, there 
were several roadway projects and other transportation- 
related issues, another bit of Town business he has been 
shepherding through various stages as a variety of grants 
are being sought. 

From the Industrial Drive renovation project 
where a possible $1 million Mass Works Grant will be 
pursued to the $450,000 grant being looked at from 
the state for new pedestrian trails to last, but not least, 
upgrades to the village streets of Main Street, Water 
Street, and Beacon. Gagne said there were many exciting 
opportunities on the horizon. He also shared that a 
recent public meeting held to discuss a Complete Streets 
Program was well attended. 

Of the village street roadway project, Gagne said 
that the engineering firm VHB had submitted renovation 
documents to MassDOT District Five and were now 
under review. 

Gagne also talked about recent population data 
he downloaded from the Massachusetts Municipal 
Association website for Mattapoisett. The data clearly 
demonstrates decreasing kindergarten enrollment 
numbers that seemed to correlate with declining 
population numbers for people between the ages of 24 
and 44 years of age. An uptick in the number of people 
living in the community over the age of 60, but younger 
then 65, also was not a surprise, given that nearly a third 
of the total population was over 50 years of age. 

This data, Gagne said, bore out the need to study 
whether or not the town needed two elementary schools. 
He said that the possibility of converting one of the 
schools into a multi-facility building seemed viable. 

"Maybe a professional should be brought in to 
produce a report," said Gagne. An evaluation for FY21 so 
that policy and decision makers can take a look. Maybe 
it tells us about services needed for that age group," he 
concluded. 

Continuing on the theme of streets, Paul Silva 
asked if MassDOT should be asked to study the posted 
travel speed on Route 6 from Main Street to Prospect 
Road. The posted speed is 40 in some spans of the state

highway, and 50 or more in others. Gagne said he'd 
follow up. 

The historic arched stone bridge spanning the 
Mattapoisett River on River Road may soon be weight 
restricted. Gagne reported that Barry Denham, highway 
superintendent, along with the engineering firm G.RI, 
had prepared documents for MassDOT and that those 
were now under review. The bridge had in recent years 
suffered several direct hits from large tractor trailers 
attempting to use the bridge. 

Moving to the status of work being done by 
the Marine Advisory Committee charged with the 
responsibility of studying every aspect of the waterfront 
enterprise, they are nearing completion, said Collyer.

The selectmen also discussed the impact that 
the opening of Phase IB of the bike path would have on 
parking at the Depot Street parking lot. Collyer suggested 
considering that boat trailer parking be allowed at the 
Town Beach parking lot with overnight parking allowed 
in several slots. 

Earlier in the evening, the annual meeting of the 
Tri-Town Herring Committee led to discussion of when 
the Town of Fairhaven would be giving herring run 
keys to Mattapoisett. Mattapoisett representative Bob 
Martin and Fairhaven representative Jeff Furtado said 
that the exchange was imminent. This move will allow 
Mattapoisett to take control over the Mattapoisett River 
levels for the first time since the pumphouse located on 
River Road was built many decades ago. Martin also 
reported that the Massachusetts Division of Marine 
Fisheries will assist in replacing a dilapidated fish ladder 
at the River Road herring weir. 

Before the selectmen began their regular meeting, 
incoming Police Officer Charles Tranfaglia and Sargent 
Scott LeBlanc were sworn-in to their new positions 
after the Board of Selectmen moved to accept their 
appointments. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for March 12 at 6:30 pm in the 
Town Hall conference room. 

ZBA Considers Briggs Housing Development 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

It has taken Sherman Briggs and Arnold Briggs 
years to get to this point - the first steps in the permitting 
process towards developing high-density residential units 
on their property in the vicinity of Spring Street and Mill 
Road, the only remaining Residence E zone on Marion 
zoning maps. 

The property was slated for re-zoning and failed 
several times at Town Meeting over the years, until May 
2018 when residents finally approved the land for multi¬ 
family cluster zoning to provide the town with units 
attractive to Marionites looking to downsize, a feature 
emphasized as a high-priority in the Town's new Master

But when that article was written for the warrant 
and subsequently approved, the side and rear setbacks 
were adjusted from the former Limited Commercial 
Zone's 10 feet to Residence E's required 20 feet; Briggs' 
construction design, however, only accommodated the 
former zoning's 10 feet setbacks. This led Sherman Briggs 
to petition the Board of Selectmen to add an associated 
article to the October 2018 Special Town Meeting warrant 
to adjust the setbacks, but that article failed, which is 
what led Briggs and Briggs to the Marion Zoning Board 
of Appeals on February 21 for variances to reduce those 
side and rear setbacks in various points of the property 
to accommodate 27 market-rate townhouses, plus three

affordable housing units on a separate side lot. 

On behalf of Briggs and Briggs, developer 
William Curley explained, "Under Residence E ... the 
density could be as great as 12 [units] an acre. We don't 
want to do that -1 want to do this project. I've laid it 
out; ... it fits to the zoning that was our prior zoning. 

We conformed it to 10 feet." But when it was converted, 
Curley said, "It got missed. It didn't get picked up." Five 
units are not affected by the new setbacks, but nine of the 
units are within 10 feet and another 10 are roughly 15 feet. 

According to Curley, he has been working on 
this project since 2016 and has corresponded with the 
Planning Board these past three years. In a response to a 
letter from the ZBA seeking comment on the application.

the Planning Board wrote that it "offers its continued 
support to the project and the application." 

The plan calls for three separate townhouse 
structures with units that are staggered as opposed to 
inline like row units. 

"Keep it feeling like you have your own home, so 
it's not your traditional row house of a dozen units at a 
time," said Curley. "These will be very attracted to people 
in town, more so than a townhouse - bang-bang-bang all 
the way down." He described the design as having "the 
flavor of a village," and ZBA Chairman Marc LeBlanc 
commented that it would look much like Hathaway Pond 
in Rochester. 

The board, absent three members, got acquainted 
with the project consisting of three townhouse structures 
with individual one-car garages and first-floor master 
bedrooms, which Curley say appeals to his target market 
- residents who want to remain in Marion, but want 
to downsize their homes while keeping the "nice-size 
community" feel, "Yet not too big," said Curley. 

"It'll be a real nice project for the town," he said. 

Three affordable housing units are included, 
as per the Town Bylaw that requires all new housing 
developments designate 10 percent of the units to 
affordable housing, which are slated for a separate one- 
acre lot adjacent to the main development. 

Curley said none of the properties abutting the 
setbacks in question would experience a negative impact 
from the development, but Greg Messina, representing 
Sippican Healthcare Center, shared his motto: "We value 
those setbacks." 

Messina's concern is that residents of the new 
neighborhood would eventually complain about the 
inherent noise of a 24-hour assisted living complex. 
Planning Board Chairman Will Saltonstall, present 
that night for comment, told Messina the board would 
appreciate his participation throughout the Site Plan 
Review process. 

Saltonstall told the ZBA, "[The Planning Board 
is] in support of this concept happening here, and we are 
hopeful that you will support it and allow the project to 
advance."

"I don't see this taking very long," said ZB A 
member Tad Wollenhaupt. 

In other matters, the board continued the Variance 
request public hearing for Stephen and Jane McCarthy, 

43 Dexter Road, for an elevated two-story single-family 
house within the Velocity zone. The consensus was that 
the board needed some evidence that the two existing 
foundations on the property were actually part of the 
original footprint and not just "something that poles were 
stuck into a tent hanging over it," said ZB A Chairman 
Marc LeBlanc. That continuance was for March 7.

Town House. 

Board Penalizes Solar Farm for Incomplete Work 

Rochester Planning Board

The Rochester Planning Board didn't beat around 
the fallen bushes on February 26 when it came to the 
Snipatuit Road solar farm owned by IGS Solar, formerly 
owned by Melink Corporation. 

According to Town Planner Steve Starrett, a 
large section of fence has fallen in the rear of the site, 
and about 12 of the planted Cypresses have fallen over. 
Apparently, IGS did not address these matters fast enough 
for the board, so the board voted unanimously to take the 
landscaping surety bond to make those repairs that would 
bring the project back into alignment with the orders of 
the board's written decision. 

Planning Board Chairman Arnie Johnson said 
the board had threatened to revoke the bond in the past 
and, according to town counsel, the board was now well 
within its right to do so that evening. 

Now that the bond has been called in, IGS will 
have 14 days upon notification of the board's action. 

"And [Town Counsel Blair Bailey] says, if we 
were so inclined tonight, we can take a vote," Johnson 
said, which it did, unanimously. 
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In other solar matters, Borrego Solar Systems 
failed the board's recent "flag test" to see whether the 
solar panels at the corner of Rounseville Road and 
Mendell Road could be seen from the public roadway, 
resulting in the solar developer having to excavate a 
significant amount of earth in order to achieve a grade 
that would effectively conceal solar arrays behind the 
stockade fence. 

Steve Long from Borrego was in the hot seat 
that night and he admitted that, despite adherence to the 
calculations, the flags stationed at the sightline could still 
be seen above the fence. And with another so-called flag 
test scheduled for the following Thursday, Long vowed, 
"We're gonna pass this time." 
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"I hope so," said Johnson. 

"We checked it this time," said Long. 

The area in question is specifically where there 
is a dip in the fence that follows along the grading of the 
land. 

Since other areas subjected to the prior flag test 
passed, Johnson allowed the project to proceed with 
the installation of some of the racks that hold the solar 
arrays. But that night. Long was hoping the board would 
continue to put its faith in the solar developer and allow it 
to continue to install more racks. But that would be at the 
solar developer's own risk, Johnson told Long, because 
there are also issues with a backflow of water onto 
Mendell Road. 


Long is confident that, once grass grows on the 
site, stormwater flow will be mitigated, but the board and 
its peer review specialist, Ken Motta, remained skeptical. 

"An established root zone on the grass ... won't 
take as much water as a forested area," said Motta. 

Eight acres of woodlands were cleared to 
accommodate the project. 

"My suggestion would be to establish a 
monitoring point," said Motta. "We know what the 
original water levels were. ... My suggestion is that we 
just continue monitoring and give that area a chance to 
see how much of an affect that area is gonna get." 

"I know we're gonna pass the test on Thursday," 
said Long, asking again to be allowed to continue to 
install racks ahead of the next flag test. 

"At this point. They're the ones who are gonna be 
responsible," said Planning Board member Gary Florindo. 
"When it gets to the point where the water doesn't stop 
going into the road ... it's their responsibility to correct 
it." He continued, "If they want to continue to put the 
racking in, let them. ... If you want to put 'em up, put 'em 
up." 

But in the end, Johnson said, "We're not gonna 
sign off until we have a significant rain event after a 70 
percent vegetation [regrowth]." And, like with IGS, he 
said, the board could revoke the bond and get the work 
done. 

"You're not out of the woods yet," Florindo 
warned Long. 

Also during the meeting, the board continued the 
public hearing for REpurpose Properties for a 22-duplex 
age-restricted housing development after agreeing that 
eliminating one entry road and going with just one was a 
good idea. Johnson remarked that the same road design 
"worked good at The Pines," and Motta agreed, saying, 
"It's a good fit." The applicant requested a continuance 
until March 26 in order to allow for a tandem Site Plan 
Review application, that of Plumb Corner Plaza property 
owner Sophia Darras. 

This application for Darras, care of Attorney 
Patricia McArdle, affects REpurpose Properties, as well as 
the land's current property owner, Patricia Bray, Trustee 
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of Union Jack Realty Nominee Trust. The proposed project 
involves the removal and abandonment of the existing 
drainage system and the installation of a new one that 
includes new catch basins, drainage manholes and piping, 
and stormwater recharge improvements. 

All appeared agreeable to the board, except that 
the project is located within the Groundwater Protection 
District, which requires the filing for a Special Permit. The 
hearing was continued until March 26. 

In other matters, the board closed the public 
hearing for 15 Cranberry Highway, LLC for the 
redevelopment of an existing building to accommodate a 
daycare center. The board granted all waivers requested 
by Field Engineering, including a waiver from required 
plantings around the existing stormwater basin, a 
reduction in setbacks for the basin, the waiving of a traffic 
study, and no landscape plan required, among other 
waiver requests. 

"It seems like all of our concerns were 
addressed," Johnson said. 

The draft decision will be drawn up and reviewed 
at the next meeting, and then voted on during the next 
meeting following that one. 

Also during the meeting, Pedro Rodriguez, 

Solar MA Project Management, LLC, requested the 
withdrawal without prejudice of the large-scale solar 
voltaic installation Special Permit for 0 Old Middleboro 
Road. Johnson said the solar developer asked to withdraw 
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without prejudice and re-file at a later date with plans 
that are "up to standards," as Johnson put it. The board 
accepted the withdrawal without prejudice. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled for March 12 at 7:00 pm at the Rochester 
Town Hall. 

BOH Ready to Prohibit Flavored 
Tobacco, Nicotine 

Marion Board of Health

The Marion Board of Health is again picking up 
flavored tobacco products, just not literally. 

After putting a flavored tobacco and nicotine ban 
on the back burner last year to concentrate on regulating 
recreational cannabis, the board is ready to pick up where 
it left off and ban the highly addictive flavored products 
from Marion. 

Board of Health Chairman Jason Reynolds said on 
February 26 that he thinks it's a good idea for the board 
to revive its efforts and draft up some regulations to stop 
Marion stores from selling flavored tobacco or flavored 
vape products to all customers, not just those under 21. 

That takes care of the green apple, grape, and 
watermelon products with nicotine, but "menthol" flavor 
will be spared. The board last year changed its mind on 
banning menthol-flavored products, including cigarettes, 
and focus solely on the prior products. 

The Board of Health was enthusiastic in October 

2016 to join the zero other municipalities in the entire 
country that have succeeded in banning menthol 
cigarettes, but last year changed its mind. The board did 
not specify that its change of heart resulted from ominous 
letters "Big Tobacco" companies sent the board, but it did 
listen to a number of Marion store owners, civil rights 
activists, and other organizations speak against a menthol 
cigarette ban over several meetings in 2017. 

Furthermore, the FDA announced in November 

2017 that it would move forward in the process to ban 
menthol cigarettes and flavored cigars, allowing Marion 
and other local municipalities of like mind to benefit 
second-hand by not having to be the David against the

Goliath of Big Tobacco. 

Flavored tobacco will appear on the board's next 
meeting agenda. 

Also during the February 26 meeting. Health 
Agent Karen Walega said, according to federal records 
on tobacco sales compliance check, Marion has zero no¬ 
compliance citations.

Multi-Family Proposed for Church Street 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission 

By Marilou Newell 

On February 25, the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission heard a Notice of Intent filing from Peter 
Botello and Richard Pasquill for lots located at 78, 80, and 
82 Church Street. Represented by Rick Charon of Charon 
Engineering, the applicants are proposing to construct 
a three-family unit where currently three separate 
structures are in various stages of decrepitude. 

Charon detailed what has been discovered on 
the parcels regarding sewers and abandoned septic pits. 

A new structure, he explained, would be serviced by 
municipal sewer, and old pits would be filled. He said the 
structures on the properties would be razed. 



Stormwater management was a bit trickier, as 
Charon said that a drainage headwall near the property 
didn't seem to serve any purpose, and that drainage from 
the site was being rustically handled by a small collection 
area that allowed water to migrate off the property. There 
was also mention of an intermittent stream running 
nearby. Charon said he was more concerned about the 
stream and a ditch located on the opposite side of Church 
Street. 

Charon said the property owners will need to 
seek and secure a Special Permit from the Zoning Board of 
Appeals for the multi-unit home and associated off-street 
parking that is part of the conceptual plans. He also said 
that lot coverage would be approximately 26 percent of

the total when the parcels are combined, another aspect of 
the proposed project that the ZBA will need to review. 

Conservation Commission Chairman Mike 
King questioned if roof runoff should be included when 
Charon considers stormwater management planning 
in greater detail. Charon said the surrounding grassed 
landscape and gravel driveway would allow roof runoff 
to drain directly into the ground, so the need to migrate 
it directly underground via a collection system was 
not necessary. King was satisfied with the construction 
of conventional downspouts. Charon added that the 
construction of the building called for slab on grade, 
saying, "Basements in that area aren't a good idea." 

The Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Protection had reviewed the conceptual plans without 
comment, added Charon. 

Conservation Agent Elizabeth Leidhold's 
comments included a request for compost wattles, silk 
fencing, and what the commission calls "standard special 
conditions" such as erosion controls, notice to the office 
and / or preconstruction meetings, as well as removal 
of excess material be required should the project move 
forward to construction. 

The project was conditioned, clearing the way for 
review by the ZBA and Planning Board. 

Also during the meeting, the commission 
addressed 10 Requests for Determination of Applicability, 
the majority of which were for parcels within the Preserve 
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at Bay Club represented by Jason Youngquist of Outback 
Engineering. 

The Preserve at Bay Club LLC, lots 124,125,126, 
127,136,137,138,139,139A, and 139B, had all received 
notification from the Massachusetts Wildlife Natural 
Heritage and Endangered Species Program that the 
proposed development of the parcels for single-family 
homes would have no impacts on wild species habitat. 

Leidhold again requested that the development 
maintain standard special conditions. The proposed 
development of the parcels all received a Negative 3 
determination of applicability. 

Other RDAs receiving Negative 3 determinations 
were: Neal Sandford, 4 Seaconet Road, for the 
construction of a shed; Frank Gerry, 59 Angelica Avenue, 
for the replacement of two structural piers and the 
construction of a 10x16-foot deck; William and Bonnie 
Medeiros, 17 Cove Street, for the installation of an 
elevator; and Aaron Bates, 9 West Hill Road, for the 
construction of a single-story 8x22-foot master closet 
addition. 

A Notice of Intent filed by the Mattapoisett Water 
& Sewer Department for property located off Tinkham 
Lane near Hereford Hill Road was conditioned, allowing 
for utility upgrades. The project will require the removal 
of trees for new overhead and underground electrical 
systems. 

Another Notice of Intent filing located at the 
Preserve at the Bay Club, LLC for Split Rock Lane 
requested approval for the extension of the roadway. King 
asked Youngquist about water quality studies. Youngquist 
reported those were underway, but not complete. King 
was hesitant to act upon the filing absent that report. 
Youngquist was concerned that the timing of the study 
would delay the roadway expansion, throwing off 
planned construction start dates. The NOI was continued 
until March 11. 

Finally, a Certificate of Compliance was issued to 
Wayne and Lori Caswell, 42 Crystal Springs Road. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for March 11 at 
6:30 pm in the town hall conference room. 

Garage Receives Special Permit - Again 

Mattapoisett ZBA

During the February 21 meeting of the 
Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals, at least one 
abutter was not pleased that another request for the 
issuance of a Special Permit was filed by Norma Klein for 
the reconstruction of a lawfully non-conforming single-car 
two-story garage at 4 Indian Avenue. The original petition 
back in 2016 was granted to Klein, but subsequently 
appealed in Superior Court by abutters Debra and John 
Graf, 2 Indian Avenue. 

Klein had intended to use the second-story space 
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above the proposed reconstructed garage as a studio/ 
office, but twice the Grafs took the matter to court to stop 
the project from proceeding. 

Thus, it was on February 21 that Klein was 
once again back before the ZB A for round three with 
an application for a Special Permit, but this time with 
the stipulation that the second-story space would be for 
storage only. 

The Grafs' attorney, Marc Deshaies, argued 
against the issuance of the Special Permit, saying, "People 
will circumvent the rule. ... They want you to sanction it. 

... People will say it's for storage but... it's a shell game." 

Deshaies continued, "I ask you to really consider 
what you are doing ... [and] don't rubber stamp this." 


He also said that, without Bobola policing the use of 
the space, there was no assurance Klein would obey the 
restriction. 

But ZBA Chairman Susan Akin said that the 
board had received the opinion of town counsel and 
were comfortable with issuing the Special Permit. The 
application was submitted in conformance with bylaws 
for construction in flood zones as well as taking into 
consideration the height of the proposed structure and its 
design planned to be in harmony with 2 Indian Avenue 
and the surrounding neighborhood. Akin said, "All we 
can do is go by the decision ... it's been to court twice." 

ZBA member Ken Pacheco reminded the 
applicant that the filing had originally been approved 
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with the studio / office space, but that it now would only 
be allowed for storage. It was also confirmed that if Klein 
wished to add lawful plumbing in the future, it would be 
back before the ZB A and / or the building department and 
it would be declined. 

ZB A member Colby Rottler said, " Generally 
most people are very honest; I would trust them, besides 
the neighbors will complain." He said that with modern 
devices any unlawful use of the space would easily be 
documented. 

The Special Permit was unanimously issued. 

Also coming before the board was Brian and 
Grazyna Blaesser, 23 Cove Street, for a Special Permit for 
the reconstruction of a second-story space. After a brief 
presentation by N. Douglas Schneider & Associates, the 
permit was unanimously approved. 

Continued until March 21 was the application 
filed by Ship Street, LLC for the conversion of a two- 
family home built in the early 1990's from a private 
residence to a short-term rental property or a bed 
& breakfast. Attorney Ryan Pavao, representing the 
applicant, said all parties (not specifically identified) were 
nearing an agreement and requested a continuance. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Zoning 
Board of Appeals is scheduled for March 21 at 6:00 pm in 
the Town Hall Conference Room. 

FinCom Envisions Sale of Atlantis Drive Site 

Marion Finance Committee

During fiscal year 2020 talks with Facilities 
Department Director Shaun Cormier, the Marion Finance 
Committee on February 26 wondered if a "for sale" sign 
might be appropriate for the Town-owned building and 
venue for most Finance Committee meetings, 13 Atlantis 
Drive. 

The maintenance line item of Cormier's budget 
needs an increase this year, Cormier told the committee, 
accounting for items such as the Town's ten electric car 
charging stations that are nearing the expiration of their 
3-year warranties. 

The committee asked Cormier some questions 
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about charging station locations and whether use of the 
stations has been monitored, but Cormier had no further 
information to share other than that his department is 
"stuck with the repairs." 

"It's really not my puppy: it fell into my lap," 
Cormier said. 

Cormier's budget for maintenance includes $3,000 
for maintenance projects at the Atlantis Drive facility, 

"And that's not gonna cut it," he said. 

Finance Committee member Alan Minard 
questioned Cormier about the other occupants of the 
building, like Saltworks Marine, apart from Cormier's 
office at the site. He asked if whether there has even been 
any talk about selling the building. 

"There's been some talk," Cormier said, "but in 
order to get rid of it, we'll have to make some space for 
[the] harbormaster." 

Minard turned to Town Administrator Paul 
Dawson and asked if the Board of Selectmen ever 
followed through on a prior intent to survey the building 
to determine what is needed and not needed. 

"That did not happen," confirmed Dawson. 

Cormier said the building has some significant 
issues right now, though, including a leaking roof needing 
new shingles, with asbestos underneath, old siding that 
needs replacement on the sides of the structure, new 
windows, all totaling about $300,000 over the next three 
years.

FinCom Chairman Peter Winters asked Cormier 
if he thinks the building could be ready for a sale in three 
years. Cormier said yes. 

Cormier said he has looked into possibly building 
a new facilities location at the DPW site on Benson Brook 
Road near the wastewater treatment plant, he said, which 
"might be a wash" with the sale price of 13 Atlantis Drive. 
Fie described a building with two garages on each side 
with shared office spaces in between. 

"We've tossed it around a lot," Cormier said. 

The Finance Committee wondered if Saltworks 
might be interested in purchasing 13 Atlantis Drive, 
located in industrial zoning, which Cormier said was 
possible.

that without a loss - typically it's hard to get through that

Well, I guess I have to see Green Book now. It's 
hard to remember the last time I hadn't already seen a 
Best Picture winner before it won — it could've been 
The Last Emperor, those many decades ago. The Acade¬ 
my thought it might be fun to sport with us, lulling us 
with exciting early wins, letting us watch Black Panther 
or BlacKkKlansman or even If Beale Street Could Talk rack 
up some gold. In the end, though, Roma — tiresome, 
pompous Roma riding its water motif hard and putting it 
away wet — got a literal embarassment of riches. If I were 
Alfonso Cuaron (let's pause to give thanks for Children of 
Men and Gravity and Y Tu Mama Tambien) I would've been 
too self-conscious to go up and accept that third award. 
You already gave the man a Best Director Oscar five years 
ago (for Gravity ), you just gave him one for cinematog¬ 
raphy and one for Best Foreign Film — now you want to 
give him another Best Director Oscar? 

But Oscar night is also always full of weird de¬ 
tails and stats: Cuaron is now the rare director to win 
multiple Oscars for directing while the movies he directed 
were snubbed for Best Picture. (John Ford will probably 
hold the record forever: four Oscars for directing, only 
one of them — How Green Was My Valley — a Best Picture 
winner.) Meanwhile, Green Book is now the 27th Best Pic¬ 
ture that apparently directed itself. Its director, Peter Far- 
relly, will have to be content with a shared Best Original 
Screenplay trophy, one that it wrested out of the deserv¬ 
ing hands of Paul Schrader. 

The Oscar theme this year appeared to be white 
Oscar making dorky, trembling attempts at awkward 
reconciliation with black Hollywood. If not for Black Pan¬ 
ther ', Ruth E. Carter and Hannah Beachler might not now 
be historic Oscar winners. And Spike Lee finally won a 
competitive Oscar (he was given an honorary award in 
2015, though you didn't see it on the show), and both 
Supporting Acting awards went to African-Americans. 
Even Roma , which I guess it's obvious I didn't care for, is a 
movie about non-whites in a non-white country (but with 
political and class tensions of its own). And Rami Malek, 
slurping on his damn dentures in Bohemian Rhapsody — I 
didn't think he was had, he did what he could in a crap 
movie — is the son of Egyptian immigrants. In a lot of 
ways, #OscarSoWhite has become #OscarNotEntirely- 
White, anyway. 




In the end, though, Oscar gave its ultimate impri¬ 
matur to a movie widely criticized for its soft-soap racial 
comfort. Green Book will probably get millions more eyes 
on it as a result of its Best Picture win, but its resurgence 
was fairly recent; it spent a while looking like a box-office 
non-entity whose reach for Oscar exceeded its grasp. I'm 
not qualified at the moment to speak on what it does or 
doesn't do as a narrative. But based on what I've heard 
from supporters and detractors both. Green Book seems to 
be the kind of racial-unity movie in the form of an amiable 
buddy movie that Hollywood used to make. It's a throw¬ 
back that expresses yearning for a time when racism was 
simpler for well-meaning white people. Now that more 
diverse voices are emerging in American film, something 
like Green Book looks even more beside the point than it 
might have a few years ago. (When it won, people were 
already calling it the new Crash, after the gosh-we-mean- 
well 2006 Best Picture winner, of the forehead heavily 
creased in racial thought. It's probably closer to the new 
Driving Miss Daisy, though.) 

I'll go into Green Book with an open mind, regard¬ 
less. With that acting teamwork, it's got to have at least 
something going for it. It's just that a nostalgic view of 
a white guy and a black guy learning to like each other 
seems haplessly inadequate for harrowed times that de¬ 
mand the provocation of BlacKkKlansman or the daydream 
of an all-black Shangri-La in Black Panther or even, yes, 
the humanization of Mexicans (see, some of them are kind 
and devoted servants, and some are even rich, like white 
people!) in Roma. We can, I suppose, be mildly grateful on 
some level that this year's prom king thinks that the rac¬ 
es should be able to sit together, ride together, etc. Better 
than thinking they shouldn't, or not thinking at all. But 
the time of giving people or movies credit for not being 
overtly morally grotesque should properly have been up a 
long time ago.

She funded many 
of the Town's prominent and beloved buildings - The 
Town Hall, The Elizabeth Taber Library, The Music Hall, 
The Natural History Museum and in 1876, at age 85, she 
founded Tabor Academy. Quite an accomplishment for a 
19th Century widowed woman who amassed her fortune 
due to her investment acumen. Wendy Bidstrup, past 
director of The Marion Art Center, will give us insight into 
who Mrs. Tabor was and why she lives on today. Bidstrup 
will be joined by Sophie Arnfield, the Tabor Academy 
Library's archivist, who will bring a selection of Mrs. 
Taber's personal items and papers.
